k ary, one thouſand 11x hun= 
” dred forty five, there was 
g charged upon the Exciſe in 
courfe the ſumme of twen= 
ty thouſand pounds with

eight. pounds per certum , payable for the uſe 
of the three Regiments of Horſe, iate un- 
der the ſeverall commands of Major Haynes 
Major Le-Hunt, and Major Gibb , and of Cap” 
taine 7ayletts Company of Dragoones raiſed» 
ſent out, and maintained by the Enfterne At- 
ſociation. And whereas the Committee of 
Lords and Commons for the Eaſterne Afſoct- 
ation was contented, and g1d agree that the 
fame ſhould be iſflned forth, and diſpoſed of 
for the preſent ſapply of the Army And by

an Ordinance of at FN day of December 
laſt, 1t was thereupon Ordained and Declared, 
That in ſatisfaQtion of the ſaid Agreement, the 
ſaid twenty thouſand pounds with intercſt, 
due on the firſt of March next, ſhall be re- 
paid by Sir Johz Wollaſtor, and the reſt of the 
Treaſurers at Warre out of the Receipts and 
Aſletlements for the Army upon the firſt of 
March next, to ſuch Treaſurers as the ſaid 
Committee ſhall appoint. And whereas the 
preſent peceſlities of the Navie are ſo prefſling 
that the ſame require a ſpeedy ſupply of Mo- 
nies, without which thoſe affaires cannot be 
carried on 3: And the ſatd Committee for: the 
Eaſterne Aflociation is contented, and doe a- 
gree, That the ſaid twenty thouſand pounds 
{hall be forborne, and be paid and imployed 
for the uſe of the Navie: 

Beit Ordained by the Lords and Commons 
Aflembled in Parliament, Fhat the ſaid Trea- 
ſurers of Warre ſhall have hereby-power to 
pay the ſaid twenty thouſand pounds unto 
Sir Henry Vane jumior, Knight , Treaſurer of:
